Window and door scrqpns of 
steel, galv anized iron, copper or 
bronze always should be painted. 
Steel or iron mesh is painted to 
prev ent rust.

need protectiv e coatings. 
Spar v arnish or special screen 
enamels, av ailable in all fi'ell- 
stocked paint stores, are used 
for this work.
